Claims 1-24 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Arguments and amendment filed on 1/10/06 are persuasive to overcome the prior art 
rejections. Specifically, arguments are persuasive in identifying that the prior art fails to disclose 
or suggest the buffer layer as having a groove corresponding to and over the black matrix. 

Japanese Patent Application Publication Number 2000-298271 discloses a groove in a 
buffer layer and a color filter formed on top. The prior art, however, does not suggest forming a . 
common electrode on the color filter layer as required by the claims. 

Japanese Patent Application Publication Number 2000-062525 discloses a black matrix, 
buffer layer, and color filter, but fails to disclose the buffer layer as having a groove 
corresponding to and over the black matrix and a common electrode over the color filter. The 
prior art does not suggest the missing claimed limitations. 

U.S. Patent Application Publication No. 2002/0101552 discloses a black matrix, a buffer 
layer having a groove, and a color filter, but fails to disclose the proposed placement of the 
groove. The prior art fails to suggest placement of the groove of the buffer layer corresponding 
to and over the black matrix.
